:Switzerland, as one knows, is 
celebrated for her cheese; unfor- 
tunately, only one of the 
kinds of cheese manufactured there 
is imitated abroad, the Gruyere 
cheese, usually styled “Swiss 
Cheese.” It derives its:names from 
the Valley of Gruyere, now a dis- 
trict of the Canton of Fribourg. 


Gruyere is first mentioned in his- 
tory when its count, Wilerius, 
founded a priory in 1080. His son 
Uldric went to the first crusade, 
with all the noblemen of the neigh- 
bourhood, and from then on, num- 
erous documents record how the 
Counts of Gruyere managed to in- 
crease their dominions, by marry- 
ing the right heiress, and by keep- 
ing in step with one of their pow- 
erful neighbours who was most 
likely to be useful; thus they suc- 
cessfully allied themselves to the 
Emperors of the House of Luxem- 
burg, the Dukes of Savoy, the 
French Kings and the Swiss Can- 
tons, The last counts seem to have 
had a costly taste for grandeur, and 
were obliged to sell various -char- 
ters and liberties to their subjects 
lo be, able to balance their budget. 
In spite of acrobatic attempts at 
restoring its stability, Count Mich- 
ae], the last scion of the family, 
was declared bankrupt, and in 1554, 
the dominions were divided. ‘ be- 
tween the two main debtors, the 
republics of Berne and Fribourg. 
The territories known as Gessenay 
and Pays d’En-Haut went to Berne, 
and their inhabitants, following or- 
became devout 
Protestants; while they of Gruyere 
proper, following orders from Fri- 
bourg, remained devout Catholics. 


The arms of the Counts of Gru- 
yere were, on a red field, a white 
crane, standing, its wings expanded; 
a crane was also the helmet’s crest. 
These are now the arms of the Dis- 
trict of Gruyere, and are found with 
certain variations on the shields of 
many villages formerly belonging 
to the Counts, The reason for adopt- 
ing a crane as emblem is that the 
French word for crane is “grue," 
which makes a pun on the word 
Gruyere. (The Spanish monarchs 
had no better idea when they gave 
a castle to Castile, a lion to Leon, 
and a chalice to Galicia.) 


The Gruyere Valley is a quiet 
country; none of its mountains iz 
abrypt or rocky; as the natives pu! 
it, “all of them can be climbed by 
cows, And the fact is that cows 
really do climb them, as they are 
always in search of better and tasti- 
er grass. Thanks to the bells hang- 
ing from their collars, the cows do 
not get lost, and their keepers have 
no pains in retrieving them if they 
‘wander too far away. 


The men's headgear in this re- 
gion is a round cap made of straw, 
which covers only the back of the 
head, and looks much like the Rom- 
an prelates’ zucchetto; over their 
Jong-sleeved white shirts, they wear 
short-sleeved black waistcoats, usu- 
ally made of velvet, and adorned 
with white embroideries. The wo- 
men's costume has no peculiarities. 


He who has enjoyed the company 
of the kind and simple people of 
Gruyere, who has admired the quiet 
jakes and the black fir trees, among 
which an old castle, not at all in 
ruins, raises its gables and battle: 
ments, he alone can understand why 
Gruyere cheese is not half as good 
when made abroad; and it will 
never be, unless the-cows whose 
milk is used to make it are taken 
down to Gruyere, and, struck by the 
loveliness of the landscape, under- 
stand that all their efforts are to 
be directed towards doing’ thelr 
very best.

That Need for 
Books Is Great 


During this coming week 
books will be collected on the 
McGill campus for men in the 
Armed. Services in a campus- 
wide book campaign scheduled 
to begin on Monday, January 
18, and to continue until 10,000 
books have been collected. The 
books will be collected in all the 
main University buildings, in- 
cluding the McGill Union and 
R.V.C. 

The War Council has set an ob- 
jective Which requires that each 
student at McGill give at least four 
books to the campaign. It was felt 
that this objective could be reach- 


ed without any difficulty because 
the collection can include books of 
all kinds, old, new, fictional, tech- 
nical, or historical, 


Demand Extremely Great, 


An executive of the War Council 
stressed. the need for books as there 
is a continual demand for reading 
material among the men of the 
Armed Services. In spite of the fact 
that other organizations are also en- 
gaged in this type of work, it was 
Stated that the demand far exceeds 
the supply, and it was also felt that 
college students could give books 
that would fill special needs, and 
meet particular requirements.

On Tuesday, January 12, the ex- 
ecutive of the Students’ War Coun- 
cil passed a motion recommending 
to all clubs and societies that they 
adopt the 10% increase in admission 
prices, The advisability of such a 
move was shown by the fact that 
the majority of the students who 
filled in registration forms in De- 
cember approved of paying the ex- 
tra money.

Redpath Displays 
Kipling Exhibit 
Of Great Interest 


Bound Manuscript 
Given to McGill 
By Poet-Author

“Now in the exhibition gallery 
at Redpath Library is a compre- 
hensive and interesting exhibit 
on Rudyard Kipling, best- 
known British writer of the last 
half century. The exhibit con- 
tains both early and modern 
editions of Kipling’s many books 
including a “bona fide’ manu- 

script, as well as photographs 
and caricatures of him. Articles 
on display tell of his life. 


_ Of particular interest to Mc- 
Gill students is the fact that 
Kipling was a staunch friend of 
the University, and in 1899 re- 
ceived the honorary degree of 
LL.D. McGill was the first of 
many universities to bestow 
upon him its highest academic 
honor, During his visit in 1907, 
€ gave an address to an as- 
sembly of staff and students, 
and in 1927, he presented a 
bound book of manuscript to, 
the university. McGill .was one 
of only four universities to be 
50 honored, However, he re- 
quested that the manuscript 
should not be displayed until his 
death in 1936. He did not.want 
a variorum edition of the stories 
to be published and thus pro- 
vide material for literary critics 
to seize upon. But now this in- 
teresting manuscript forms the 
nucleus of the exhibition, 


Acclaimed as a great author 
in his twenties, Kipling never 
lost his power of writing vividly. 
His books have been translated 
into many languages, made into , 
movies, read by middle-aged 
businessmen and old maids with 
equal pleasure. 

Visiting the exhibition and 
being confronted with concrete 
evidence of the extent and 
versatility of Kipling’s writings 
gives a new sense of apprecia- 
tion, and a feeling that they 
will continue to be found on 
every bookshelf for years to 
come.

Music Notes 





VARIED CONCERT AT PLATEAU 


The season resumed on Tuesday evening 
with a Concert Symphonique in Plateau Hall, 
where Desire Defauw directed the second eve- 
ning of his current Brahms cycle, and works by 
Gretry, Tschalkowsky, Copland, and Chabrier. 
It was a concert more remarkable for its variety 
than for particular distinction of performance. 
M. Defauw's version of Brahms’ Third. Sym- 
phony, while it was most impressive in the 
sense that it carried all the sustained power 
and variety of treatment, and attention to bal- 
ance which he brings to all his performances of 
the larger works, sounded to some of his audi- 
ence a little matter-of-fact—just a thought per- 
functory. That is not to say that it was dull; 
it could not be, because M. Defauw's vigour, 
and his sense of drama kindled it, as they do 
nearly everything he plays by Nineteenth- 
century composers. 

Patrons who went, hungering after new 
music, to hear Aaron Copland’s ‘Quiet City” 
heard a piece of incidental music composed for 
a play by Irwin Shaw, a play which “called 
for music evocative of the nostalgia and inner 
distress of a society profoundly aware of its 
own insecurity." The work is scored for 
strings, with English horn and a solo trumpet 
to personify the play's chief protagonist—a 
young trumpet player whose playing “helped 
to arouse the conscience of his fellow-players 
and of the audience.” As atmosphere music, 
this would perhaps convey the intended idea, 


but one may be pardoned for thinking it a very 


slight work for concert performance, concocted, 
as it is, from cryptic, embryonic little frag- 
ments which the composer does not choose to 
develop or materially transform. It is, withal, a 
very expert piece of writing, and it was sensi- 
tively conducted by M. Defauw, with a finely- 
drawn performance of trumpet and English 
horn parts by M. Gorshkôff and Rhea] Gagnier, 

One of Mr, Defauw’s enthusiasms is Gretry, 
with particular reference to the lively little 
ballet suite from “Cephale et Procris,” with 
which the concert opened, This brought about 
some of the most careful playing of the eve- 
ning, and certainly some of the most vivacious. 
Tschaikowsky’s “Romeo and Juliet” Overture 
has become a work which it is now not easy to 
think about, or even listen to critically, but the 
orchestra played it expertly on Tuesday eve- 
ning and M. Defauw took some brisk templ that 
left'a feeling of freshness and novelty. The 
concert closed with some ballet music from 
Chabrier’s opera “Le Roi Malgre Lui.” 

The next concert has been announced for 
January 26th, when the soloist is to be Andre 
Mathieu, French-Canadian boy composer and 
planist, who will be heard in Beethoven's C 
major plano concerto.

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SOLUTION OF A MESS 


One of the great faults noticeable 
in world ‘history of the past hun- 
dred years has been the failure of 
the economists, political scientists, 
philosophers, psychologists and so- 
clologists to keep pace with the 
technical advances of science, The 
machine age, as has been witnessed 
by the various wars, has proven too 
strong for any political group or 
combination of groups. Science has 
got out of hand and the world is 
having a tough struggle in calming 
it down, 

As a step toward a world solu- 
tion of this problem the Allied Na- 
tions might do well in studying this 
history, draw a few conclusions and 
finally benefit by the experience of 
the past years. The United Nations 
have formed all sorts of bureaus, 
committees, etc, to investigate 
every matter under the sun except 
the problem of reorlentating our 
world after this great war. Soclol- 
ogists have not been given a chance. 
The world is all wrapped up in the 
technical accomplishments, and it 
should be, but it might also give 
these other philosophic, economic, 
etc. groups a chance to solve the 
problems which will arlse at ter- 
mination of the present conflict, If 
this is a {rue war to save democ- 
racy and a war to end wars, steps 
should be taken : immediately in 
such a direction. Of course the pres- 
ent problem is to win, but it must 
be vitally necessary to at least try 
to look into the factors of a lasting 
peace. We must settle this mess of 
a war if permanent salvation is 
ever to be attained. 

Economists, psychologists, philoso- 
phers, sociologists and true states- 
men, could be summoned in the 
various natlons to study and to get 
some ideas along this line. In Ger- 
many eighty of the best men get to- 
gether each year and think, “big 


thoughts.” One leader in the above. 


mentioned fields could be appolnted

to a committee and given a chance 
to work with England, Russia and 
China. There have been individual 
attempts to clarify the Allied aims 
after the war ! by Vice-President 
Wallace and other government lead- 
ers. Raymond Clapper, the famous 
columnist, encourages such attempts 
but all the other newspapers and 
political leaders tear them apart 
and at the same time offering no 
constructive criticism. Such stabs 
In the darkness as these by Wal- 
lace and Clapper are just what ts 
needed but'they are far too sketchy 
and far too few, and when they do 
come out, they are drowned in a 
deluge of unexpert- criticism. We 
must turn to an expert in these 
fields, they are the only source of 
intelligence needed for such times 
and are the only one who could 
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command the public confidence. 
These men should be given a 
chance, the government should pre- 
sent them with the opportunity to 
work. Our intellectual giants are 
the only means of solving the mess 
and so far they have been totally 
ignored,

OUR AIMS DEFINED 


Speaking atthe opening meeting 
of the: Staff-Student Conference at 


Toronto - RUE Dre mA set 


forth the five alms of a university, 
as follows: 

1. To cultivate the spirit of learn- 
ing and research; . 

2. To send forth intelligent citi- 
zens into the democratic world: 

3. To provide good professional 
workers; 

4. To conserve the teachings and 
amassed learning of earlier genera- 
tions; 

5. To cultivate a spirit of rever- 
ence for learning and religion. 

A more complete answer to the 
recent questions “What are the func- 
tions of a university?” and “What 
does a university accomplish?” 
could scarcely be given. 

There seems to be no quarrel at 
the present time with the third 
point on the President's list. With 
the fighting forces and their allied 
medical, dental, nursing and engin- 
cering services all crying for more 
trained men and women there can 
be no question that the university 
faculties which train these needed 
professional workers are now doub- 
ly necessary, 

There can also be little Aleeonsion 
over the fourth point. The Univer. 
sitics have stood through the ages 
as the homes of the learning of the 
past. That is how the universities 
first came into being; the centres 
where the ancient learning survived 
the ravages of the era after the fal] 
of Rome, became the Mecca of stu- 
dents from all parts of the then 
known world, and as soon as the 
travelling students, or “scholar. 
gypsies,” gathered at one of these 
centres of learning it became a uni- 
versity, The more modern univer- 
sities of the world, our own includ- 
ed, have inherited the tradition, 
without which there could be no 
university, for any centre of learn- 
ing in which the store of past 
knowledge had been suppressed 
would be an educational monster, 
possible only to the brain of such a 
man as Hitler; 

The first and fifth points in the 
President’s list are allied. To cul- 
tivate the spirit of learning and re- 
search is to cultivate a spirit of 
reverence for learning and, with 
the great majority of sincere stu- 
dents, also for religion. While we 
can all agree that a little learning 
is a dangerous thing, we can also 
state that once a student has passed 
the “dangerous” 
learning he reaches a new spirit of 
respect for the knowledge he pur- 
sues, which he keeps for the rest of 
his life. Sometimes this respect 
comes as early as the last year of 
high school; sometimes not until 
the fina] year in the university— 
or even later, In any case, the 
university plays an important part 
in fostering and furthering it. 

Since not all students can be pro- 
fessional workers, due to the Jimit- 
ation on the size of the professional 
faculties if for no other reason, and 
since only a percentage of the stu- 
dents have the enthusiasm and the 
means to pursue knowledge for its 
own sake, the President’s second 
point may be said to be funda- 
mental. because it includes all the 
others: To send forth intelligent 
citizens into the democratic world. 

The Hon. Perrault Casgrain, Min- 
ister without portfolio in the Que- 
bec cabinet, made a similar state- 
ment in a recent public address, 
when he stated that “it is important 
for us to remember while speaking 
of preparation for the post-war 
period that the most important 
weapon of reconstruction is the 
formation of the mind of the pre- 
sent generation.” Later in the same 
speech he said, “it is necessary for 
youth to recelve the best possible 
information there is.” 

No institution can take the place 
of the universities in the great work 
of building our democracy as de- 
fined in these statements by two of 
Canada’s leading men. We have 
said before and we say again that 
were it not for the universities and 
the knowledge they give to their 
students and to a public by the 
written and spoken words of their 
leading thinkers, there would now 
be no ideal of democracy toward 
which to strive. 

Let those who think that the unl- 
versity’s work is confined entirely 
within its own walls take heed. of 
Abraham Lincoln, who, while not 


fa university man, was grateful]: to 


these centres of learning because he 
could read the books produced by 
their thinkers, and so educate 
himself.

series of five (5) (V) exams to de- 
termine whether they are able cre- 
ditably : to carry on their chosen 
profession. If they should fail even 
one exam a special examining board 
will determine their exact status, If 
it finds that a professor, etc., has 
been indolent, lazy, lax, sloppy, or 
stupid, he will be asked to pack 
his luggage and vacate the prem- 
ises. His name will be handed in, 
of course, to the proper military 
authorities, to Selective Service, 
and to anyone else who js interest- 
ed. 


“The special examining board 
will consist of two students from 
each faculty. Their judgment will 
be final.” 


The government also disclosed 
that professors will be examined in 
the following subjects: English 
Grammar,. Classroom Deportment, 
Rapid Calculation, Chinese Gram- 
mar, and Tactical Warfare. The ex- 
aminations will be of one hour’s 
duration and there will be at least 
one a day. 


It is also understood that no spe- 
clal consideration will*be given to 
professors who spent ten hours a 
week taking military training. 
Bonuses will be given to those who 
spent a month harvesting ‘but if 
they should then fail-the examina- 
tion they will be. ses along with 
the others,
